Everything you have done tends 
o make going to toilet a punish- 
ment instead of a natural way of 
acting. The child is too young to 


be controlled consistently; he is* 


too young to tell you and the 
best he can do, if you make it 
pleasant for him, is to co-operate 
when you give him the opportun- 

The more fuss you ‘make about 
his behavior, which is natural for 
his age. the more tense the child 
becomes and his effort to please 
ou may actually inhibm him so 
that he cannot act when you put 
him on the toilet
